Geneva, Imi 1.—(/)—No rupture, 
but a very definite and serious ‘lis- 
agreement on naval problems stands 
out tonight as the big feature of the 
preparatory disarmament conference. 

The American decision to submit a 
minority report, setting forth that the 
United States cannot accept the re- 
port of the naval subcommission, was 
announced at a meeting of the taval 
experts, which today approved the re- 
port of the drafting committee. 

The American delegation refrained 
from commenting on any part of the 
document, but: when it was adpted 
Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones arose 
and declared, that the Americans sere 
so far in disagreement that they could 


not accept it. At the same time he 
said the American delegation was 
ready to join any other delegation in 
submitting a minority report. 

Others Also Disagree. 

It later was revealed that the Prit- 
ish, Argentine and Chilean delegations 
world associate themselves in a com- 
mon dissenting declaration, and possi-

Only one standard has been accepted 
by the majority, namely, that of 
global tonnage of fleets, whereas the 
United States and Great Britain are 
convinced that comparison of tonnage 
by types or classes of combatant naval 
vessels should at least be included as 
one of the possible methods of meas- 
uring relative. naval .strength. 

This standard of measurement was 
the basis employed at the Washington 
conference in fixing comparative 
strength in battleships and aircraft 
carriers, and Both Americans and Brit- 
ish seem anxious that the Washineton 
principle should not be lost sight of. 

The cuntinental European powers, 
under the leadership of France and 
Italy, succeeded in getting the Amer- 
ican proposal rejected, being supported 
in this by some nations which have no 
navies whatsoever. The British favor 
a standard of measuring by maximum 
tonnage in each class. 


Japanese Proposition. 


The minority ruling nations also 
defer from the majority ruling, ¢on- 
tending that it is impossible or imprac- 
ticable to differentiate between types 
and ships. The Japanese, in particu- 
lar, hold that navies can be definitely 
divided into capital ships, aircraft car- 
riers, auxiliary surface craft and sub- 
marines. Because of their disapproval 
of the committee's decision on the 
major naval problems the Americans 
declined an invitation to sit with the 
drafting committee. 

French and Italian opposition to the 
class tonnage idea is generally inter- 
preted as a manifestation of their dis- 
like for the» Washington agreement 
which gave them inferior capital ship 
tonnage, and to their desire to get 
away from a conception of types of 
ships in order to be able to apportion 
their total tonnage in the manner best 

fitted to meet their national interests. 
Particularly, it is said,‘they desire to 
concentrate submarines and light 
cruisers and a base in the Mediterra- 
hnean to protect their African communi- 
cations and to prevent the Mediterra- 


nean from becoming a “British lake.”

“The applicant went to war in de- 
fense of his country and a number of 
his neighbors certify that when free 
from the influence of his wife’s family 
and when his mind was clear he was 
an affectionate father and a kind and 
generous husband.

I am further advised that the defendant 
is mentally unbalanced. From the obser. 
vation that I have been abie to make 
of him since the trial of said case, I am

It is further represented to me that, in 
the event executive clemency is shown 
this defendant, no effort will cver be made 
to obtain a pardon or parole for him. 

In view of all the above, I concur in 
the recommendation of the jurors and the 
various citizens of Jones county tha: execu- 
tive clemency be shown.

Reference was made to 
Richmond—=a city in the same class 
with Atlanta—where it was alleged 
the rate is lower. Smyth Brothers, 
dealers in horses and mules, had 
moved to Atlanta from Richmond. 
The statements of insurance rates 
on automobiles being higher in At- 
lanta than Richmond so attracted 
their attention that they wrote to 
their old insurance agency in Rich- 
mond for the facts. They got them. 
The theft rate on a Ford car in 
Richmond is $1.20 a hundred. In 
Atlanta it is $4 a hundred—almost 
four times as much. 

Why? We publish Smyth Broth- 
ers’ communication on this page, 
and the reply they received from 
their old Richmond insurance brok- 
ers. It is stated “why” very plain- 
ly. The. differential is predicated 
on the theft loss ratio. Almost four 
times: as many cars are stolen, with- 
out recovery, in Atlanta as in Rich- 
mond. The explanation is plain 
enough. But think of the cost of 
inefficiency! Atlanta automobile 
owners are paying out hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year in in- 
Surance rate increases because in 
Atlanta we jo not prevent car thefts 
as in other cities—as in Richmond 
to illustrate with a concrete ex- 
ample.

BLOCKING JUSTICE. 


The Brooklyn Eagle is up in 
arms about the delays of justice in 
the Fall-Doheny-Sinclair oil lease in- 
dictments. It says: — 


“In the beginning the oil scandal 
was a scandal of the administrative 
branch of th@ government. Cabinet 
officers and others of wealth and 
power were involved in the disgrace- 
{-l bartering away of public re- 
sources. ‘Today the oil scandal is a 
scandal of the courts. It is one more 
concrete illustration of the way in 
which justice is obstructed through 
the ability of men of wealth to take 
advantage of legal techricalities to 
defeat the purposes of law.” : 

There is good reason for this 
complaint. More than two years 
have elapsed since these men were 
indicted and yet they not only have 
not faced trial, but there is no 
likelihood of immediate actfon on 
the criminal charges. The fact re- 
veals a most reprehensible situa- 
tion, as grave as that existing at 
the time of the alleged crimes, by 
which they were permitted to con- 
spire in the leasing of the govern- 
ment’s naval reserve lands. 

The Constitution has repeatedly

Mr. James C. Smyth, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: We have your favor of 
the 2ist instant, in which you in- 
quired as to the difference in cost of 
insurance on a Ford car in Atlanta 
and Richmond. «In reply we beg to 
say that on a new Ford, that is a 
926 model, the rate in Richmond 
would be $1.10 for each $100 for 
fire and $1.20 for each $190 for theft. 
These rates, however, would carry 
the 75 per cent value clause, which 
would warrant that the company 
would not be liable for an amount 
exceeding three-fourths the actual 
cash value of the car a. the time of a 
claim.

Some Objections Offered. 

Some opposition may be registered 
to the contemplated plan on constitu- 
tional grounds but the . proponents 
have collected a set of authorities be- 
ginning with the constitutional provi- 
sion which makes each house the sole. 
judge of the qualifications of its mem- 
bers. This provision it is argued 
gives the senate the right to disqualify 
aman for excessive expenditures. 
Some ojbect that the proposal seeks 
by the subterfuge of a senate rule to, 
in effect, legislate as to primaries 
which @he supreme court has held are 
under the sole control of the states, 
Each case of eligibility must be treat- 
ed on its own merits and not by 
blanket regulation in advance of the 
facts, some of the objectors say. 

But it is the opinion of senate lead- 
ers that these objections will not stand 
in the way of action. 

Doubt Effectiveness. 

Some senators who intend to vote 
for the proposed restrictions doubt 
their complete effectiveness. One sen- 
ator whose state has a limit of $1,000 
said that his opponent several years 
ago spent $50,000, but told his asso- 
ciates in the campaign not to turn in 
their bills until after the 10-day period 
in which the statement of campaign 
expenses had to be filed. Many other 
devices for circumventing election laws 
are known and widely practiced in the 
trade. Nevertheless, such a resolution 
as is proposed in the senate will have 
a discouraging effect. The Pennsyl- 


yania disclosures already have had a. 


tremendous moral effect. 

“We don’t need to adopt any reso- 
lution,” one senator said. ““KHverybody 
already is sufficiently scared.” 

The subject came up in senate de- 
bate when Neely said the Pennsylva- 
nia revelations were sufficient to com- 
pel immediate action on his resolu- 
tion. 

“The primary in Pennsylvania was 
nothing short of an assault on the 
citadel of liberty,”’ Neely said. 

Hits Direct Primary.

“Not entirely, of course,’’ replied 
Reed, “But every cent of Vare’s per- 
sonal expenditure of $71,000 went for 
letters.’’ 


“IT want-to say that I am unquali- 
fiedly for the primary,’ Neely said.

Into Bread Trust 
Cases by Senate 


Washington, July 1.—(?)—Investi- 
gation of the federal trade commis- 
sion and department of justice prose- 
cution of the recent bread trust cases 
was ordered today by the senate. Its 
judiciary committee will conduct the 
inquiry, holding hearings during the 
summer recess if necessary. 

The investigation was ordered on a 


resolution by Senator Walsh, demo- 
crat, Montana, which was based on 
charges made in the senate yester- 
day by Senator La Follette, progres- 
sive republican, Wisconsin, involving 
a consent decree entered recently at 
Baitimore in proceedings against the 
Continental Baking corporation. 

The judiciary committee, of which 
Senator Walsh is a member, was di- 
rected to report to the senate “what 
proceedings have been taken by either 
the federal trade commission or the 
department of justice to ascertain the 
facts concerning combinations in re- 
straint of trade in bread and related 
products. “what steps have been ta- 
ken to dissolye such or to punish any 
persons who may have,-either throuch 
such combinations or otherwise estab- 
lished or attempted to establish, a 
monopoly of the trade in bread or such 
related products or has otherwise in 
connection with such combinations vio- 
lated the law forbidding restraint of 
trade.’ 

It was regarded as likely that no 
hearings will be held unless informa- 
tion to be requested from the trade 
commission and the department of 
justice proved insufficient.

Wedgewood Benn, liberal, address- 
ing the speaker on a point of order, 
said “the honorable member has seen 
fit to use the words ‘disgusting and 
blasphemous’. of a speech made by a 
right honorable friend of mine. Do you 
think it right, your attention having 
been called to the matter to make any 
furher comment?’

uar 
, Here’s. an. outline of the plan of 
campaign for the new special squads: 

A brewery’ squad of 88 men will 
center its attention on breweries, par- 
ticularly in the northeast, in an ef- 
fort to close up those concerns which 
are making high-powered beer. They 
will be assisted by regular agents. 

There will be 318 men in a phar- 
macy squad, scattered in various 
parts of the country, whose duty will 
be to go after drug stores which are 
violating the law and manufacturers 
who are diverting alcohol to illegal 
channels. 

“This ‘will result within a year in 
the revocation of permits that have 
been granted in the past to illegiti- 
mate operators, both as druggists a'nd 
doctors and as manufacturers or 
users of industrial alcohol,’ Andrews 
| explained. 

A special squad of 52 “under- -cover”’ 
men will be put to work in those sec- 
tions where local officers are found 
to be negligent or cooperating with 
bootleggers. 

* Under-Cover Men Sent. 

“We will send under-cover investi- 
gators there, and no one will know 
anything about it,” Andrews said, “but 
some day they will be presented to 
the grand jury with evidence which 
would result in the indictment of those 
officers responsible for law enforce- 
ment.” 

The border patrol will be increased 
by 325 from this new force. At De- 
troit, alone, which is the _ principal 
point of entry for smugglers from 
Canada, 37 new men will be assigned. 

An assessment squad of 62 men will 
be formed to collect taxes on bootleg- 
gers. At the present time there are 
150,000 eases in which Andrews be- 
lieves he can collect taxes. About $6,- 
000,000 a year is collected now 
through fines and confiscation taxes. 

Collections under his new plan of 
operations, Andrews said, should be at 
least one-third the cost of prohibi- 
tion. It ig through this means and 
by tightening enforcement generally 
that the dry director believes he will 
cut the cost considerably in the next 
two years and thus require less money 
from congress. 

Wets expressed indignation at the 
intensive enforcement program when 
the senate considered the second de- 
ficiency appropriation bill today. When 
the provision giving Andrews $2,900,- 
000 additional for enforcement came 
up Senator Edwards, New Jersey wet, 
proposed an amendment to increase 
this to $100,000,000. 

“We ought to have more money 
for snoopers,” he said sarcastically. 
The amendment was rejected. 

Bruce, Maryland wet democrat, 
commented on the plan to use retired 
army and navy officers in enforce- 
ment, and on the proposal to use fed- 
eral under-cover agents to check up on 
local enforcement authorities, 

“Things have come to a pretty pass,” 
he said, “when we have to have one 
set of spies and snoopers to spy on 
another set of snoopers. Genérad An- 
drews has admitted that 875 prohi- 
bition officers have been dismissed 
mostly for corruption. General An-
